Berry, it is said, recently killed Sneed's 
brother-in-law, Wood Barton. 


Both the Sneed and Boyce families 


were among the wealthiest bankers 
and ranch owners in Texas. 
Both 


were pillars of the community and the 
church. But in 1911 Mrs. Sneed told 
her husband -that she was in love with 
A. G. Boyce, Jr., son of Capt A. G. 
Boyce, Sneed's neighbor. She begged 
Sneed to let her go away with Boyce. 


The husband's reply was to ^ummon 


an alienist and send his wife to a sani- 
tarium. She was not there long before 
she and Boyce eloped. For more than 
a month Sneed followed their trail, 
spending thousands of dollars. He 
finally located 
them in Winnipeg, 


Canada. 


Here he effected a reconciliation 


with his wife without seeing Boyce, 
and returned home. Two weeks later 
he met Captain Boyce, who was seven- 
ty-five years old, in a Fort Worth hotel. 
He suspected the father of aiding his 
son's elopement. They had words, and 
gneed shot and killed Captain Boyce. 


Sneed was tried but the jury dis- 


agreed. During his trial he refused to 
accept bail, preferring jail because of 
his fear of the Boyce clan. 


A few months later Sneed, disguised 


as a laborer, went to Amarillo, Tex., 
where young Boyce was living, and 
shot and killed him. The clans armed 
again, but Sneed returned to face |rial 
and was again acquitted.

FIRE SWEEPS PIGEON HILLS 
The worstl forest fire to have occur- 


red in the Jacobs Millsi section of the 
Pigeon Hills, started Thursday morn- 
ing, while Ray Afoul, of Hanover, was, 
engaged) in cleaning a space he want- 
ed tos. use for a garden in the Moul 
orchard. He placed all the rubbish 
on a pile and lighted it. The flames 
were carried through the orchard into 
the hills, which are covered with 
heavy timber, which ignitfed. Word 
was sent to Fire Warden Moul, who 
with the assistance of a hundred men, 
worked six hours before they were 
able to get it under control, when the 
men were allowed to return to their 
homes. The area covered was about 
60 acres, from tihe starting point to 
the peak of the hills, known as High 
Rock. There were no houses in the 
section damaged by the fire, and the 
owners of the timber1 include Hen- 
ry Sell, Wentz and Baker. The loss 
cannot be estimated. The fire in the 
timber land was fanned by a light 
•wind blowing iti into the wood. 


Between 15 tnd 20 acres of wood- 


land -were burnedi Friday in the Pigeon 
Hills, on the ^southeast slope at Moul's 
orchard Although Thuiteday'si fire in 
this same vicinity was apparently got 
under control, it Ig thought that the 
origin of Ffriday's blaze was from, 
shouldering embers) of the fire Thurs- 
day.

MOON IS NOT DEAD WORLD 


Recent Scientific Observations Seem to 


Prove Astronomers Have Long 


Held Wrong Idea. 


Astronomers cling to the old Idea 


that the moon is a dead world, desti- 
tute alike of air and water. But recent- 
observations of W. H^ Pickering, made 
at Mandeville, Jamaica, go to show that 
many changes occur with the alterna- 
tion of lunar day and night. 
Great 


snow fields form in the mountain val- 
leys, and then melt away; fog banks 
are seen and, very rarely, drifting 
clouds. The loftiest peaks are snow- 
capped. The moon's surface is pitted 
with volcanic craters; some of these 
measure 100 miles across. Each crater 
is surrounded by a mountain ring 1,000 
to 20,000 feet In height. 


According to Pickering, "there are 


few, if any, such large and continuous- 
ly active volcanic regions upon the' 
surface of the earth.1 But the activity 
of the lunar volcanoes is now confined 
to the quiet emission of steam jets, 
like those found in Yellowstone Na- 
tional park. Certain variable dark 
areas on the- moon may be due to vege- 
tation.
